over 700,000 persons who p e rish ^ 
in German

murders

burnings in the province of Lvov, 
said a statem ent today by the So­ 
viet Atrocity Commission. Their 
bodies have been found in m ass 
graves. 
The statem ent, which occupied 
eight columns in the Soviet press 
gave the number of Soviet victims 
as 700,OOO. including men, women 
and children. 
The British and Americans, the 
report said, were among thousands 
of victims of other nationalities 
which also included Czechoslovaks, 
Jugoslavs, Dutchmen, Frenchm en 
and Belgians. 
This is the first mention in such 
a report of British subjects and 
U. S. citizens.

It may well be that the United .states position In the current con­ 
troversy is a harbinger of a policy already decided, in which Russia 
will receive a larger measure of support in post-war determinations 
than will Britain.

Part of it rn .st be that in th* 
winter we ar* rioted up too much 
in air tight rooms and buildings. 
Here the results of sneezing and 
coughing and spitting have a 
chance to dry out and float around 
in the atmosphere, and we breathe 
them in just as the children on the 
dusty playgrounds breathed in th* 
dust. Only metred of being non­ 
organic dust, that did harm only 
in a mechanical way, these par­ 
ticles are germs which grow and 
multiply in a nice warm p’aee, 
aided by the circumstance* that 
every particle of immunity your 
nose might have had has been 
dried out in th# temperature at 
which we keep our houses, fac­ 
tories. stores and office buildings 
these days. 
Possibly the exposure of cold 
weather, very probably the chill­ 
ing of the surface of th# body 
which comes from a good wetting, 
reduces resistance to that one is 
not in a position to fight cold 
germs and pneumonia. But the fa­ 
miliar warning: “Button up your 
overcoat; do you want to catch 
your death?” is not necessarily 
highly scientific.

Tidings of Great Joy 
"Fear not. for I bung you good 
tidings of great Joy, w’hlch shall 
be to all people. ’ Wouldn’t it be 
wonderful if we could rest in the 
belief that Jesus will take care of 
us; that there is nothing in the 
world we need fear? Do you re­ 
member the lesson In which Jesus 
walked on the water to the boat 
In which his apostles were fright­ 
ened because the water was very 
rough. When He reached them He 
said: " T ie I. 
Be not a fra id ” 
When this writer was a child we 
sang a hymn in church in which 
this saying was the refrain after 
each verae. It was always * favor­ 
ite 
Our religion—our belief in God 
and Jesus should bring us Joy No 
longer is it thought that to be a 


Christian is to go around with a 
long face. We should be happy, 
hopeful, even when trouble cornea; 
we should be Joyous, especially at 
this season of the year. Jesus 
came to bring every one jo y - good 
tidings 
Why did the angels chooae th* 
•hepherds to receive their mea- 
sage? These shepherds, we are 
told, w-ere tending their sheep on 
the very slopes where David, 
Jesus ancestor, had tended his, 
when he was taking oar* of hi* 
fathers flocks. 
Shepherds were 
simple, honest men. working hard 
for a living, and they would re­ 
ceive the message without ques­ 
tion. So-called wise men. priests 
and others educated In the law 
and priestly teachings, would not 
have believed and gone hopefully 
to the manger to find the Baby. 
Only a very few. like these sim­ 
ple shepherds and the three wise 
men. believed snd went to adore 
the Babe 


Announce* Jesus’ Coming 
The same angel, probably, had 
announced tome months previous­ 
ly, to Mary, that she would bear 
such a wondrous Child and that 
His name should be called "Jesus, 
for He shall save His peoplt from 
their ains." 
We do not know from what 
place Paul wrote the epistle to the 
Hebrewa. In It he reminds them 
that God at sundry times has 
spoken to the father! of th* He­ 
brews—to Moaea, to tha various 
prophets, etc. But Ho hath. "in 
these last days spoken to us by 
His Son. whom He hath appointed 
heir of all things, by whom also 
He made the worlds.” 
Jesus came to earth. Paul never 
knew Him in His earthly gulf*, 
but John did. John th* beloved 
disciple, who is said to have out­ 
lived all the others and to hav* 
been close to IOO years of ag* 
when he died 
In his first epistle he speaks of 
seeing Jesus with his own eye*. 
of touching Him. It recall* tha 
last supper, when John “leaned os 
the Master s bosom." 
These are the highkght* of OU* 
lesson, our nearness to Jesus: tha 
casting away of our fears, and th# 
hope of the coming of peace ob 
earth, good will to men.

their governments by European 
peoples without outside influence. 
Tile Stettinius statement was 
issued in respect to Italy and 
Greece, where the British were in­ 
terfering, but no exception was 
mentioned of Poland where the 
Russians are taking. 
Now* “freedom of peoples’’ Is a 
policy which the United States 
can permanently defend. It has 
solid 
moral 
background. 
But 
Churchill and Stalin are working 
toward something contrary*-d iv ­ 
ision of spheres of major-nation 
influence over people. That is a 
course of expediency .justifiable 
by present facts, but without any 
moral ground whatsoever. 
For example, it is quite true a 
fully free Poland will remain an 
illusion as long as Russia, with its 
overpowering army, exists along­ 
side her. Thus It is physically im­ 
possible to have what w*e want— 
at this time. 
It also may be physically im­ 
possible to have freedom of people 
in Greece, Italy and elsewhere be­ 
cause leftism is a world move­ 
ment, nondemocratic Russian and 
dictatorial in nature 
but because 
this is so, temporarily, should w*e 
abandon what we know* is right, 
what is our own heritage, our own 
concept of the war? 
In short, should we abandon the 
American game of freedom of peo­ 
ples to condone or accept the Eu­ 
ropean game of spheres of influ­ 
ence ? 
That is the case—and the Is­ 
sue.
